Albany, N. Y., Sept. 25.— Governor 
Sulzer was free to use the $2,500 check 
giv**n him by Jacob H. Schiff. a New 
York banker, in any way he chose. 
The hanker so declared on the wit 
ness stand at tin* impeachment trim 
of the governor. 
The designation ol 
the check across its back as a com 
tribution to the governor’s campaign 
fund did not restrict its use to that 
purpose, Mr. Schiff said. 
Henry Morgenthau, ambassador tc 
Turkey, 
formerly 
chairman 
of 
the 
finance 
committee 
of 
the 
national 
Democratic committee, testified that 
when he gave the governor a check 
for $1,000 
a personal contribution— 
he had placed no limitations ou its 
use. 
He said, however, that he had made 
the gift to help the governor in his 
campaign and 
had 
been 
“ foolishly 
generous.” 
These are two of the alleged, cam 
palgn contributions which the articles 
of impeachment against, the governoi 
charge that he misused. 
“ It cannot possibly make any differ 
cace in this case, but lf I were sitting 
in a crim inal prosecution,” said Judge 
Ed gar 
M. Cullen, president of 
the 
court, “ I should have to charge the 
potty jury that if the owners consent­ 
ed to the use in any manner of the 
money or check given, by the party tc 
whom it was delivered, such use would 
not constitute larceny.” 


M arks Opening of Trial. 


This testimony and the ruling ol 
the presiding judge thereon marked 
the opening of tile actual trial of the 
Impeached executive. Which had been 
delayed by arguments and objections 
ol counsel for the defense. 
A ll obstacles to the taking of testl 
mony have been swept aside by vote 
of the court, thereby permitting Eu 
gene Lamb Richards of counsel foi 
the managers of the impeachment tc 
outline tim evidence against the gov 
ernor. 
This opened the case. 
The last 
of

obstacles— th* 
motion of the defense to quash the 
three* articles of 
the 
impeachment 
dealing with the governor’s alleged 
misuse e»f his campaign contributions 
— was disposed of iii this manner. 
Presiding Judge 
Cullen 
overruled 
the motion without prejudice to itt 
m erits and recommended 
that

cision be reserved until the testimony 
^was all in. 
This— termed pro forma 
opinion— was adopted by the court by 
a vote of 4*J to 7. 
The negative votes 
were all cast by Democratic senators 
Schiff testified that he had known 
the governor for many years; that he 
had written him a letter eongratulat 
lug him upon his nomination and Ort

him at his office in New York.

Washington, 
Sept. 25.— The 
tariff 
bill conferees came to a final disagree­ 
ment over the proposed tax on trades 
in cotton futures. 
It was found impossible to agree 
either epon the Clarke amendment 
adopted by the senate or on the com­ 
promise known as the Smlth-Lever- 
Burleson plan. 
A lter a conference at 
the W hite 
House, participated in by President 
W ilson, Senator Simmons and Repro, 
sentative Underwood and a long de­ 
bate in the conference committee, It 
was decided to re port a disagreement 
to both houses of congress. 
The conference report upon the bal­ 
ance of the tariff bill w ill be com­ 
pletely harmonious when the measure 
gets back to the senate and house. 
It will be accompanied by a report 
that no agreement could be reached 
upon the so callid Clarke amendment, 
imposing a tax of 50 cents per bale 
on cotton sold for future delivery, but 
not delivered. 
As a result of the conference with 
President W ilson the committee also 
settled finally the foreign policy in­ 
volved in the tariff bill. 
The most im­ 
portant developments were: 
Agreements on the 5 per cent tariff 
rebate on goods brought in American 
owned ships, with a provision that it 
should not affect countries with which 
the United States has treaties prohib­ 
iting such discrimination. 
Defeat of the retaliatory tariff provi-; 
sion of the senate that would author- j 
ize the president to assess extra tariff 
duties on certain articles from coun-1 
tries discrim inating against the Unit-1 
ed States. 
Defeated the anti-child labor provi­ 
sion that would have excluded foreign 
goods made by child labor. 
The house ; 
provision 
excluding 
convict 
made 
goods was retained. 
It Is understood these decisions met 
with the approval of the president and 
were made only after their full effect 
upon foreign relations had been con 
sidered.

SPEAKER DEFENDS CAUCUS 


Champ Clark Leaves Chair to Answer 
Republicans. 


Washington,

25.— Speaker 
( lurk quit his gavel to take the floor 
to defend the 
Demo' ratio 
caucus 
against the Republican attack. 
“ This continual howl about the cau­ 
cus is the most idiotic thing that has 
ascended to heaven in tho last gen­ 
eration.” shouted the speaker. 


Washington, Sept. 25.— Representa­ 
tive Sydney Anderson of Minnesota 
drove Southern Democrats to frenzy 
in the house by charging that most of 
them represented districts in which 
numerous whites and many negroes 
had been disfranchised. 
This old question of Southern repre­ 
sentation alw ays provokes great bit­ 
terness when mentioned in congress 
and before Mr. Anderson concluded he 
had the house in an uproar. 
The immediate cause of the trouble 
was a vicious attack by Representa­ 
tive Payne of New York, a Republican, 
on the control of the house by the 
Democrats through the medium of the 
party caucus. 
" I have been amused in listening to 
gentlemen on that ride of the house 
talking about government by major­ 
ity,” said Mr. Anderson. 
“ Even in my experience here I have 
seen the former gentleman from Illi­ 
nois (M r. Cannon) and former speaker 
of this hou^e rise in his place, raise 
his vigorous hands over his bead and 
ray, this is a government by m ajori­ 
ties.’

"T he gentleman from Texas (M r. 
Dies) the other day suggested that 
my complaint was that the tail did 
not wag the dog.

Little Chance of President Wilson R e­ 
lenting and Permitting Members to 
Return 
to 
Their 
Homo^— Colorado 
Senator Thinks That Better Legisla­ 
tion Can Be Passed.

25.—[Special.]— 
Congress expects to take a long rest 
spell while a few senators work on the 
currency bill. 
There may be a neces­ 
sity for the Dem ocratic senators to re­ 
turn and consider the currency bill In 
caucus, for the party managers believe 
that tin* surest method of passing the 
bill In the senate is by caucus indorse­ 
ment. which w ill m orally bind every 
party man to the measure, 
in fact, 
there are predictions that without the 
caucus Indorsement the bill w ill have 
a hard passage through the senate. 
The vote in the lower house was 280 
to 84. 
Hopes are still entertained In several 
quarters that the absence of senators 
and the general desire for an adjourn­ 
ment m ay yet induce the president to 
relent and let congress adjourn. 
So 
far there is no sign of any such con­ 
cession. 
The president has been com­ 
pelled to remain here most of the sum­ 
mer, and as it is now antdom be does 
not see w hy they should not go straight 
ahead w ith the currency bill. 


Tw o Senators In Earnest. 
Tw o 
Dem ocratic senators are not 
only earnest* but emphatic in favor of 
going ahead. 
“ I do not know’ who the 
senator is that w ill propose an ad­ 
journment,” said Senator Owen. chair­ 
man of flu* bankt&g and currency com­ 
mittee, “ and 
I am certain that his 
proposition will bt* voted down. 
So 
far as I can exert Influence it will 
be In the direction of pushing the bill 
as fast us possible." 
Senator Sim froth of Colorado and a 
member of the committee said, “ At 
first I thought it m ight be well to post- 
poae notion, but I am convinced that 
we eau [>ass better legislation when 
we devote our whole time to It and not 
have numerous other mutters Interfer­ 
ing. as would be tho case* l f tho bill 
w ent over to the regular session.” 


White Supremacy Paramount. 
Congressman Ragsdale of South Car­ 
olina, explaining to the house wily he 
could not support an amendment to the 
currency bill w hich he really favored, 
said: 
‘‘Down in my part of the coun­ 
try' we have no Republican party. 
You 
gentlemen of the Republican side by 
your fondness for the colored browser 
have made It absolutely Impossible for 
us to have anything else there but 
white supremacy. 
That Is tho para­ 
mount question and outweighs every­ 
thing else. 
For that reason we have 
to go into caucus and support w hat­ 
ever the caucus decrees.” 
He might have explained that any 
man seeking the seat of a member 
w oald quickly seize upon a licit of a 
caucus as a reason why the incum­ 
bent should be turned out, and that it 
w’ould t>e a mighty good argument In 
the primaries. 


. 
The Gold Standard. 
“ W e have fixed the gold standard for 
this country for the next fifty years,” 
remarked Jonathan I*. Dolllver* then a 
member of the w ays and means com­ 
mittee, speaking of the Spanish w ar 
revenue act. And yet the present house 
of representatives, almost two-thirds 
Democratic, overwhelmingly voted the 
gold standard into the currency bill.
